- 2. One of the first aotivities of the New China News Agency in Macao was to pass 
out news dispatches to other local papers, but the papers refused to publish 
them. In Yecember the Wpenoyoffice was serving as an agency for collecting 
information, which it passed to higher authorities in Kwangtung . 


3. The cost of establishing the agenoy in Macao was not borne by the Canton 
offices but by MA Wan-ch'i, who met the initial expense of HK $20,000 and has 
paid EK $2,000 for the monthly expenses. 
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
